HEAVY WAGERS MADE AT EVEN MONEY. 


The polls close in this city and in Cicero to- 


day at 4 p. m. Business-men, professional 
men, clerks, mechahics, etc., should bear this 
in mind. They should vote this morning be- 
fore proceeding to the places of their employ- 
ment. The polls will be open at 6 o'clock. 
There will be ample opportunity to vote be- 
fore business hours, therefore. If the voting 
is put off till the afternoon something may 
turn up to prevent voting atall. It will be 
well, then, to vote in the morning. 

From indications at this writing the weather 
will be fair. The polling-places are not more 
than two or three blocks from the residences 
of citizens. It will not take more than three 
or four minutes to vote. The issues are im- 
portant enough to draw out a full vote. The 
integrity of the public-school system, the issue 
of $5,000,000 of Chicago World’s Fair bonds, 
the issue of $500,000 of South Park bonds, the 
adoption of a popular banking law are all 
questions for the voters to pass upon. 

State officers, Congressmen, members of 
the General Assembly, and county officers are 

to be elected. On the result of today’s con- 
test will depend whether public affairs in 
Cook County during the next four years shall 
be coutrolled by the criminal and quasi- 
criminal classes and their representatives, or 
by friends and representatives of law, order, 
and decency. The issues, then, are important 
enough to justify the expectation of a large 
vote. The registration of the city and Cicero 
is 173,000. It is expected that 150,000 at least 
will vote. There will be about 11,000 votes in 
thé county outside the city, making the total 
for the whole county over 161,000. 

Labor and Business-Men Against Lawler. 

. The business-men, menaced by the threat 
of Lawlerism and lawlessness, will undoubted- 
ly turn out in large numbers. „The 
members of the labor unions will also 
be on hand to vote against Frank 
Lawler. The latter’s obnoxious personality and 
his bad record have been made the leading is- 
sue of the campaign, and unless all signs fail 
he will be defeated today. He certainly will 
be if there is a full vote. The toughs, thugs, 
and bummers will be out in full force for 
Lawler. Respectable citizens must turn out 
in full force to counteract their pernicious 

record. A full vote means Lawler’s defeat. 
Tickets have been sent through the mails to 
voters of all parties. Nearly every voter was 
yesterday in receipt of a large assortment ac- 
companied by pasters. The latter will be lib- 
erally used and the ticket will be much 
scratched. There will hardly be a straight 
party ticket voted. On the Democratic ticket 
the scratching will be on Lawler, Kern, 
Haerting, and McElligott. On the Republican 
side Hutt and Sennott will suffer most, but 
Hutt will make it up through the votes which 
he will receive from Democrats who have no 
use for Charley Kern. ; 

At the meeting of the Republican Campaign 
Committee yesterday the average Republican 
majority was put at 7,000. The. Democrats, 
however, claim 4,000 majority for Lawler, and 

a much larger majority for Scales. But they 
do not predict with any degree of confidence. 
They do not give any data. The hope for 
Scales is based on the belief that the little 
red school-house ticket on which the name 
of Durham is substituted for Maher will poll 
7,000 votes. This is,believed to be too high an 
estimate, Besides, Maher will get Democratic 
votes and Durham will not get one-third of 
the vote cast for the little red school- 
house ticket. Maher is a friend of the pub- 
lie schools. That is generally understood 
now, and his name will be substituted for 
Durham's on the school-ho ise ticket. But he 
will lose some votes through the blundering of 
the bigots: He will make up for it in the 
labor vote, however. 

Furious Betting Yesterday. 

The betting on the election, which had al- 
most ceased Friday and Saturday, took a 
furious turn yesterday and more money was 


wagered on the Gilbert-Lawler contest than 


has been put up since 1884. The big down- 
town drinking places were packed with politi- 
clans and sporting- men, and bets of $500 and 
$1,000 were of common occurrence. Harry 
Varnell said he was stakeholder for over 
$8,000, $7,000 of which was on the Sheriff elec- 
tion, and all even money. Tom Byrnes of 
the Stock-Yards was one of the most eager 
bettors. He wanted to bet $2,500 on Lawler, 
and said he had little trouble in finding takers 
for most of it. George Wilson was said to 
have offered $5,000 additional to his $5,000 first 
bet on Lawler, and found it eagerly grabbed 
at by Gilbert men. W. T. Ball left $500 with 
William Boyle early in the evening to be laid 
on Gilbert, and no Democrats had come to 
Cover it at midnight. Altogether, it was a 
lively betting day. Thetotal of wagers is said 
to have reached many hundreds of thousands.

At the headquarters of the Democratic party 
yesterday there was great confusion. It was 
ascertained that Gen. Newberry’s tickets were 
sent into Whig Ewing’s district, and the 
Poles in the Thirteenth District were supplied 
with Joe Mahoney’s tickets. Hank Carmody 


complained that his tickets were sent to Calu- 


met. There were other complaints. Some 


mistakes had also been committed by the Re- 


publicans. These were soon sét to rights. 
But Republican voters should carefully ex- 
amine their tickets today. 


Charges of treachery were rife at Demo- 


cratic headquarters. Frank Lawler’s friends 
were watching Charley Kern, and Charley 
Kern's friends were eagerly watching the 
Lawlerites. The trades commenced last even- 
ing. Kern will hardly know that he is run- 
ning in the Lawler wards. | 

There was but one complaint at Republican 

headquarters, and that concerned the Twenty- 
ninth Ward, wherein it was claimed that 
„Buck“ McCarthy had captured the tickets 
intended for the Republican peddlers. A new 
supply was sent out. There was not much 
talk of scratching among the leaders, and a 
pretty straight ticket will be voted. 
Some registry frauds in the interest of Dem- 
ocrats have been discovered in the First, 
Eleventh, and ‘Twenty-fourth Wards, and 
measures have been taken to prevent voting 
on fraudulently registered names in those 
wards.’ United States Marshal Hitchcock will 
place a sufficient number of Deputy Marshals 
at the disposal of the district supervisors in 
those wards. 

The policemen are likely to be less active 
than Lawler would wish tem. They know 
that this miserable civil administratién will 
soonend. They will be wise if they are not 
offensive partisans. Bulldozing officers are 
not always made Captains. 


CHIEF MARSH’S BOLD SCHEME, 


How He Will Attempt to Use the Police in 
the Intcrest of Democracy. 

If Frank Lawler is not elected it will not be 
by reason of the failure of Democratic office- 
holders to get all possible machinery into 
motion. Chief Marsh’s daily bulletin dated 
Nov. 1 is as bold an attempt as was ever made 
to electioneer with the police force. Similar 
enterprises have, of course, been entered upon 
in the past, but none have been of such a bold 
and open character as the Chief’s latest effort. 
The circular, which is now in possession of 
every officer in the department, is as follows: 

Commanding officers will make the necessary 
details for the preservation of the peace and the 
enforcement of good order at every voting place 
in their respective divisions at the election to be 
held Tuesday, Nov. 4. Rule No. 104, page 40, of 
the Rules and Regulations of the Police Depart- 
ment is as follows: 

“The right of every member of the police force 
to entertain political opinions and to express the 
same freely when such expression shall not con- 
cern the immediate discharge of his official du- 
ties, and also the right of elective franchise, will 
be deemed sacred and inviolate, but no member 
of the force will be permitted to be a delegate or 
representative to or member of any political or 
partisan convention whose purpose is the nom- 
mation of a candidate or candidates to any polit- 
ical office. He shall not take part in any conven- 
tion held for the nomination of candidates for 
political office. Upon the days of election for 
public officers, held under the laws of the State, 
he shall, whether specially assigned to attend the 
polls or otherwise, do all within his power to pre- 
serve the peace, protect the integrity of the bal- 
lot-box, enforce the right of lawful veters, and 
prevent illegal and fraudulent voting.” 

On the occasion of Congressional elections Su- 
pervisors and Marshals are appointed by the Fed- 
eral authorities, and their duties are defined in 
Secs. 2,021 and 2,022, Revised Statutes of the 
United States. Among those duties is to keep 
the peace and support and protect the Super- 
visors of Election in the discharge of their duties 
and preserve order.” The said statute does not 
confer upon them the right or authority to exer- 
cise any undue interference with citizens in their 
legal rights, nor to become boisterous them- 
selves at the polls. The laws govern- 
ing Marshals at elections are similar to 
governing police officers, towit: “No person 
shall be arrested without process for any offense 
not committed inthe presence of the officers.” 
Under these circumstances there is no reason why 
the United States authorities and the city 
authorities cannot — in harmony in enforcing 

neral election laws. 
4 — blanks will be furnished for 
election returns, and as soon as t result of the 
election is ascertained the officer command at 
each polling place will send the same by messen- 
gor to this office. 

It will be noted that the Chief gives his men 
a white card and leaves the choice of modes 
open. Whether the officers will do a plain 
piece of bulldozing, whether they will enforce 
their arguments with their clubs, or whether 
they will resort to moral suasion alone is a 
matter which each blue-coat will decide for 
himself. It is figured that such use of the po- 
lice force will send Lawler stock bounding 
joyously upward; but it is possible that the 
reaction will be stronger than the upward 
tendency. Every citizen who is approached 
by an official electioneerer should take the 
policeman's name and number and retain the 
memorandum for future reference. Some 
good may ensue from such a course, for it is

Afraid to Attack the Tiger. 

_ The followers of Tammany Hall know that 
punishment swift, sure, and terrible follows 
desertion. A long memory have the generals 
and captains, and the humblest private real- 
izes that all hope of political preferment is 
abandoned when the tiger is attacked. De- 
feated they may be and have been, but success 
is sure to come. Then the deserters find their 
petitions for recognition disregarded. They 
are toid plainly that they were tried and found 
wanting, and thatthe punishment must be 
suffered. 

The leaders have been closely analyzing the 
figures,and while they do not bring the comfort 
and solace desired, they yet furnish hope. The 
total registration is 245,000. Of this, basing 
the estimate on previous elections, 220,000 
votes will be cast. The Prohibition, Social- 
ist, and Commonwealth parties com- 
bined will cast probably 8,000 
votes. The winning ticket, therefore, 
must have at least 100,000 votes. Tammany 
has carefully studied the registration lists, has 
impressed on its election-district captains the 
necessity of getting every one of its supporters 
to the polls, and checked off all as doubtful, 
The leaders gave for publication, with a great 
flourish of trumpets, that their greatest vote 
of 114,000 is to be exceeded and that the Tam- 
many majority will be 35,000, 

Careful and shrewd politicians who have 
studied this contest closely laugh at the fig- 
ures, and even Boss Croker, down in his heart, 
knows they are absurd. It is, however, reason- 
able to suppose that Tammany will poll 105,- 
000 votes, and that their ticket will win by 
from 6,000 to 8,000, 

Nicoll and Gorman Doomed. 

This computation is made only for the head 
of the ticket. Delancey Nicoll, the candidate 
for District Attorney, is not loved by Tamma- 
ny, and his defeat is almost assured. He was 
originally a County Democrat and one of the 
most bitter enemies of the tiger. His nomina- 
tion on the ticket was made to strengthen it, 
Croker and Cockran put him there as an ap- 
peal to the decent and reputable voters of the 
city, but their plan has miscarried. His cam: 
paign speeches have been vulgar and brutal. 
He has abused his opponent, John W. Goff, in 
language vile and vigorous, His defeat is as 
certain as any political event can be foretold. 

Tammany’s candidate for Sheriff, John J, 
Gorman, present Police Justice and also 
Treasurer of the Tammany organization, will 
also be defeated. Thus stand Tammany’s 
chances for the morrow. 

Eliminate the fear of the influence on the 
National election and Tammany would be 
beaten. The managers of the People’s Munic- 
ipal League are, however, hopeful. Their re- 
liance is based mainly on the efficacy 
of the secret ballot, the influence of their 
ministerial allies, and the labor vote. It is 
undoubtedly true that many who heretofore 
dared vote nothing but a straight ticket will 
avail themselves of the advantages offered by 
the new ballot law and vote against Tam- 
many. This silent vote may possibly turn the 
election. 

The registration analysis is, to a certain ex- 
tent, favorable to the fusion ticket. In the 
thickly populated East-Side districts down- 
town, Tammany’s stronghold, the registra- 
tion has fallen off considerably. On the other 
hand, in the up-town districts on both sides of 
Fifth avenue, supposedly favorable to the 
league, there has been a marvelous increase 
in the registration. This discrepancy on one- 
side and the increase on the other may be ex- 
plained in a small degree only by the migra- 
tion towards Harlem. 

The managers of the league have brought 
the analysis down to a mathematical standard, 
They figure the increase in registration in the 
Tammany wards all over the city at 138% per 
cent, while in Republican and County-Demo- 
cracy wards the increase is 30'per cent. But 
the Republicans will not vote solidly for 
the fusion ticket. It is useless to 
attempt to evade or disguise’ the 
fact that many Republicans are disgruntled. 
They believed that a separate organization 
should be maintained for the effect on State 
and National politics. They have no sym- 
pathy with fusion and will not support it by 
their votes. Unquestionably they will vote, 
but only for the Republicans on the ticket. 
They will doubtless succeea in electing Corsa 
Sheriff, and probably pull Bellamy, County 
Clerk, through, but Scott will not get their

THIEVES MURDER A CONSTABLE. 


A Pennsylvania Officer Meets Death While 
Making an Arrest. 

Prrresurna, Pa., Nov. 8.—Constable Harry 
Mateer of Tarentum, seventeen miles east of 
this city, was murdered at that place tonight 
by thieves. At 8:30 a’clock three thieves 
broke into the tailoring establishment of 
Riehl Brothers in Tarentém. They were sur- 
prised by the son of the proprietor of the 
store, who gave the alarm, and the thieves 
broke out a side door, each with an armful of 
clothing, and ran towards the river. Consta- 
ble Mateer was notified of the theft, and, with 
a party of citizens, went in pursuit of the rob- 
bers. 

At Peterson, a half mile below this city, 
Officer Mateer boarded the Blairsville ex- 
press of the West lvania railroad to 
look for the thieves, and as he walked into the 
smnoking-car the thieves recognized him and 
jumped off the train, with Mateer after them. 
He caught one of the mien and struck him 
with a billy. Ashe did o the thief shot at 


him, the ball one of his 
pants buttons and aslight flesh wound. 
Mateer pulled his revolver and shot another 
of the men, who came up &t this moment, and 


as he did so he was struck again by a billy 
and rolled into the ditch. The third man 
came up atthis time and shot the prostrate 


officer, the ball the base of his 
spinal column, from the effects of which he 
slowly sank, dying at 10 o'clock. 


All this happened inside of a minute. The 
trainmen and some passengers rushed to the 
rescue of Mateer, when the murderers ran 
away. They have not yet been captured. 
Great excitement prevails in Tarentum and 
searching parties are out along the West 
Pennsylvania from Alleg ‘City to Taren- 
tum in search of the murderers. Officer Ma- 
teer captured Alex Killain, Who was lately 
convicted of the murder of. Mrs, Paul Rudert. 


RIOT AT A BULI-FIGHT IN MEXICO.

Spectators, Enraged at th neness of the 
Sport, Start a Row. | 

Crry or Mexico, Nov. 3.—[{Special,]—The 
Jockey Club held 11s second autumn meeting 
yesterday, and the day was generally observed 
as a festival. In the Colon ring a bull-fight 
was given, at which more than 10,000 specta- 
tors were present. Posters had announced 
that the celebrated Guaname bulls would fur- 
nish sport, with Zoeato and Ferrar as first and 
second espadas. 

The stock from the first fought badly for 
the fighters, and while Zocato was attempting 
to kill the third bull he was caught on ite 
horns, spun as though he was a top, and 
tossed in the air. He fell to the ground and 
was again gored by the infuriated animal. He 
was taken from the ring for dead. Later he 
entered the ring, but was not permitted to 
fight, and while retiring dropped in a faint. It 
was found he had three deep wounds, which, 
it is believed, will be fatal. 

Five more bulls were let in the arena, but 
none fought well. The spectators became 
enraged and fights were started on the sunny 
side of the arena among the _ spectators. 
Pieces of wood were thrown in the ring from 
this side, which started a general demolition 
of the plaza.. After all the chairs’ had 
been pitched into the arena the 
railings were wrenched off and thrown 
on the heads of the police in the alley- 
way. The bull fighters, fearing they 
would be mobbed, escaped from the arena, 
and sought safety in the streets. The police 
endeavored to quiet.the tumult and used their 
clubs freely, but their efforts proved futile, as 
it was threatened that if they did not desist 
they would be hurled into the ring. At the 
commencement of the disorder women, chil- 
dren, and timid men rushed into the passage- 
ways to escape into the street, choking them 
and causing a partial panic, in which, fortu- 
uately, nobody was hurt. 


TEN THOUSAND MEN WILL QUIT WORK.

It may be wise to begin our report by the state- 
ment that the property-owners on the Lake-Front 
are of all shades of opinion converning the occu- 
pancy of the Lake-Front by the World's 
Columbian Exposition, and that before 
any concert of action could be 
decided on it became necessary to unite them on 
some common ground, to join them in some com- 
mon grievance to be remedied, having in view 
some object of sufficient importance to justify the 
sacrifice of personal opinion and prejudices. 

Happily these property-owners are a unit in 
their determination to resist any further acquisi- 
tions by railroads of land on the Lake-Front 
proper and to compel the abatement of the noise, 
smoke, and switching of the Illinois Central rail- 
roadin the same locality which desolate their 
homes, rendering quiet, and sleep, and cleanliness 
next to impossible, 

For this purpose they occupy literally the 
vantage ground, because they are perhaps the 
only citizens of Chicago who; by reason of their 
property rights, are in a position to use com- 
pulsory measures against the Illinois Central rail- 
road company for the abatement of the nuisances 
named. 

They are also a unit in their determination to 
prevent the cars standing on the Lake-Front ob- 
structing their view of the lake, which is an im- 
portant factor in their right of easement. At the 
same time they recognize common 
interest of citizens residing in every other sec- 
tion of the city in this proposed improvement 
and earnestly solicit their codperation. Me pro- 
posed Lake-Front Park would be the peo 
ple’s park. and its central location on the open 
water would be a source of pleasure for all time 
to every resident of Chicago, as well as to every 
visitor sojourning within her borders.

Lake-Front Park shall be dedicated to the city as 
a public park and by the city placed forever 
under the control of the South Park Commission- 


ers. 
Submerged Lands on the Lake Front. 


Inasmuch as the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion has obtainea from the Nation, State, and 
city permission to occupy the submerged -lands 
on the Lake-Front upon the ex- 
press conditions that all lands that 
may be 80 occupied shall be 
the property of the City of Chicago so long as 
they are used only for a public park, it is evident 
that the cooperation of said Exposition will aid 
materially in carrying out this pian. 

Your committee purposely omits any recom- 
mendations as to the character of improvements 
for the proposed public park, and most earnestly 
recommends that all plans and suggestions be 
held in abeyance pending the’ negotiations 
for a settlement. It is believed the 
proposed negotiations between the Illinois Central 
railroad ‘and the city will be of too much im- 
portance to be hazarded by the introduction of 
any collateral issues, but it is presumed that the 
very best talent of the nation and the world 
would be employed in the laying out of the pro- 
posed grounds so as to unify our great park 
system. e 

The Board of Directors of the World's Colum- 
bian Exposition has appointed a committee to co- 
operate m the manner herein proposed. The 
board has also adopted the resolution recom- 
mended by its Executive Committee to which at- 
tention is especially called. 
it is understood that the property-owners will 
adopt a resolution to withhold all opposition to 
the erection and use of temporary bui on 
land to be made south of Jackson street. 

It is proper to add that the improvement of the 
entire water space between the proposed made 
land, to be occupied by temporary build- 
ings for the Columpian Exposition, would 
not in any war delay or interfere 
with them, but could be made a part of 
one grand plan for the beautifying of our city 
front and would add immensely to the pleasure 
and comfort of visitors to the Exposition, and to 
the grandeur of the “ gateway” through which 
they will pass to its principal attractions.

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BITTER FIGHT IN IOWA. 


THE HAWKEYE BOURBONS STRAINING 
EVERY NERVE. 


They Are Loudly Claiming Several Dis- 
tricts In Which Their Chances Are 
Really of the Slightest—Col. Henderson's 
Re-election Practically Assured—Gov, 
Hoard Will Be Re-elected in Wisconsin 
by a Handsome Majority—Strength of 
the Farmers’ Alliance in Nebraska, 

Des Moinns, Ia., Nov. 3.—[Special,]—The 
cam which closes tonight has been one 
of the most hotly contested of any ever known 
in Iowa. Both parties have used every effort, 
the Democrats to make a gam in Congress- 
men and the Republicans to retain the ten 
members which they now have. The Demo- 
crats have depended largely on the still-hunt 
tactics, which landed Gov. Boies in the Execu- 
tive chair last fall. They have had few speak- 
ers and none from outside the State. Gen. 
Weaver and Gov. Boies are the only speakers 
who have made the canvass of the 
State in behalf of the Democrats. 
The latter has been out for two 
weeks, leaving the Executive office in charge 
of the janitor. Gov. Boies closed his cam- 
paign with an address at Iowa Falls this after- 
noon, He goes to Waterloo tonight, where he 
will remain to vote tomorrow, and then re- 
turn to his duties at the capital. The Govern- 
or figures out that Couch (Dem.) will beat 
Henderson for Congress in the Third District 
by about 200, provided he gets 3,500 majority 
in Dubuque County. The gentleman who 
gave this information and who was undoubted- 
ly speaking for the Governor said he thought 
besides carrying the Second District the Dem- 
ocrats had better than an even chance in the 
Third, Fifth, Eighth, and Ninth Districts, and, 
not satisfied with this,he claimed the First 
and Fourth Districts to be a stand-off. He 
further said that if-the Democrats carried five 
districts and got their vote out in the Second 
and the three overwhelmingly Republican dis- 
tricts he thought that their State ticket would 
be neck and neck with the Republicans. It is 
safe to say, however, that Democrats here- 
abouts have but a small share of the faith ex- 
pressed by the Executive Department. 

Chairman Mack of the Republican Commit- 
tee stated this evening that nothing had been 
reportéd today which would lead him to 
change his mind in regard to the success of 
the Republican ticket tomorrow. He said his 
attention had just been called to a publication 
in the Chicago Junior Democratic organ 
which claimed to show the amount of money 
which the Republican State Committee had 
had during the campaign, and which figured 
up about $64,000. He said the statement was 
so manifestly absurd that it carried its own 
denial with it. Besides being ten times as 
large an amount as the committee had had 
none of the dates or amounts corresponded in 
the slightest with the committee’s receipts. 

Dispatches from all the close districts in 
the State tonight indicate that the claim of 
the Republican committee that ten Republic- 
an members will be elected will probably be 
substantiated, though the Ninth district is un- 
comfertably close.

THE DUTY OF GOOD CITIZENS. 

The contest in Chicago today is not so much 
a struggle for political advantage as it is one 
for good and honest government, The party 
lines, it is true, are drawn, but the disreputa- 
ble character of the majority of the Demo- 
cratic candidates and the unquestioned pur- 
pose for which they are running make the 
struggle one in which no good citizen can hes- 
itate in his duty, irrespective of his partisan 
affiliations. If the so-called Democratic ticket 
is successful today it means the success of an 


establishment of Tammany rule with all its 
disastrous results to taxpayers. If the Repub- 
lican ticket is successful it means the success 
of those who are in favor of honest and de- 
cent municipal government. As between the 
two no good citizen who has the interests of 
the city at heart can hesitate. 

The City of Chicago is substantially in the 
same position as the City of New York.

That 
emergency can be avoided, however, if the 
people of Chicago do their duty today. It 
will be easier to prevent the dishonest schemes 
of the Tammany gang now than it will be to 
make them disgorge their plunder in the 
future. The ounce of prevention is better 
than the pound of cure. No considerations 
of pleasure, of comfort, of weather, or of 
business should be allowed to stand in the way 
of duty today. That duty was never more 
imperative than it is now, for a Democratic 
victory. will give the control of the city and 
the county into the hands of the unprincipled 
Tammany gang which has been organized to 
rob them. It may go further and give the 
control of the State into the hands of a party 
which is figuring to establish minority rule by 
the infamous methods of the gerrymander.

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Senator Brown of Georgia, who proposes to 
retire from public life at the end of his Sena- 
torial term next Mareh, has delivered an ad- 
dress before the Agricultural Society of his 
State, in which he reviews ‘the prominent 
political events which have occurred during 
his career.

Ifthe negro had not 

been enfranchised there would have been no party 

carrying the Democratic candidates for President 

and Vice-President. If, for instance, in the Til- 

den and Hayes contest no negro had been counted 

and no negro had voted in the South, there would 

have been no use for the extraordinary means re- 

sorted to to save the Electoral vote of Florida 

and Lovisiana by the Republicans, as Hayes. 
would have had a majority of from thirty-five to 

forty in the Electoral College without any such 

practice. 


Thus in substance Senator Brown frankly 
admits that it was the enfranchisement of the 
negro which increased the voting population 
of the South sufficiently to elect from thirty- 
eight to forty Congressmen and that by the 
disfranchisement of this population it is able 
to elect the same number of Democratic 
Congressmen. By counting the colored pop- 
ulation and preventing from voting 
they have secired forty members of Con- 
gress and forty votes m the Elec- 
toral College. If they had not been 
counted and given suffrage the Democrats 
would have been in a large and continuous 
minority in Congress and would never have 
stood the ghost of a chance of electing a Pres- 
ident. Since the enfranchisement of the ne- 
gro, therefore, they have never had a National 
majority except by theft, and they elected Mr. 
Cleveland dishonestly and would have elected 
Mr. Tilden except for the determination of 
the Republicans not to yield to an apparent 
majority dishonestly and corruptly obtained. 
Senator Brown’s statement on the negro suf- 
frage question admits of no other interpreta- 
tion than that the Democratic party in the 
country is in asmall minority and that what- 
ever advantage it has obtained has been se- 
cured by dishonest and fraudulent methods. 
He has admitted the wrong but he is not hon- 
est enough to concede that the wrong should 
be corrected, which is the purpose of the so- 
called force bill. There is no difference of 
opinion between Senttor Brown and his Re- 
publican opponents as to the existence of the 
great injustice. They agree exactlyon this 
question. They disagree, however, upon the 
necessity of removing it. 


MONEY FOR THE PEOPLE. 

The State Assembly of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance, in session last week at Springfield, 
adopted a resolution demanding that Congress 
shall provide a wirculating medium adequate 
to the necessities of the country, and that it 
shall be issued to the people directly, without 
the intervention of banks. It may be pre- 
sumed that neither the writer of that resolu- 
tion nor the men who voted for it stopped to 
consider the way in which the said money, if 
issued as demanded, could be placed in pos- 
session of the people and equally distributed 
according to rights and needs without the inter- 
vention of some agency having the functions 
of a bank, either of issue or discount or both. 

The distribution on the plan indicated by 
the resolution, if there be any plan about it, 
could only be performed in some such way as 
voting tickets are thrown around at election 
time, to be picked up by whoever wanted 


| them, the rule being “‘ first come, first served.” 


In such case how mich good would the 
„% money do and what would it be worth a 
few days or weeks after it went into posses- 
sion of the people? Asno one would be able 
to measure the amount needed to content the 
petitioners, and as every one of them, besides 
all the rest of the community, would want all 
they could get, the issue would be tremendous. 
Then if it were in the power of any man to 
appeal to the Treasury for more on 
the ground that the amount already in 
circulation was not “adequate,” citing his 
own case in proof, he would much 
rather obtain it in that way than by selling 
his property in order to get hold of it. This 
would make money so plentiful as to become 
a drug which could not be exchanged for food, 
or clothing, or other. things wanted for con- 
sumption, it being impossible for the Govern- 
ment to keep up the exchangeable value of 
the paper issue. Of course, if made a legal 
tender in payment of all debts the debtor 
class would cease to exist, but it is a question 
if those now composing it would be much, if 
any, the better for the change. On the other 
hand, the creditors would lose their capital at 
one stroke, which would be a great injustice 
to all prudent men who had by industry and 
economy saved a little money. 

The cry for more money,“ meaning there- 
by the issuance of certain pieces of paper on 
which are inscribed promises to pay, is every 
year becoming a more senseless one, as the 
growing use of checks permits such bills to be 
dispensed with in thousands of cases where 
they must have been employed a few years ago. 
These bills and checks can always be obtained 
in exchange for property, and it is only those 
who own nothing that can be sold who would 
gain any relief by the flooding of the country 
with paper issues based on the property of 
other people. 


MIXING DIRT WITH WHEAT IN RUSSIA. 

It ig intimated in a British consular report 
that the greatest difficulty met with in estab- 
lishing the elevator system of handling grain 
in Russia is in the unwillingness of farmers to 
have it submitted to the cleaning process. In 
this the Russian cultivator resembles his rival 
in the East Indies, where the mixing of wheat 
with dirt has been reduced to a science. It is 
even said that the “dross” taken from the 
grain at the elevators in Russia is eagerly: 
bought up by people outside for the purpose 
of mixing it with other wheat which they in- 
tend to market in the good old way, and it is 
now proposed to prohibit the sale of the rub- 
bish because of the harm its use does to the 
trade. Merchants in the busmess here have 
long been aware that it is customary in En- 
gland to deduct a certain percentage for 
dirt in wheat coming from both those 
countries, and it would seem natural for the 
foreign venders to reason that the deduction 
will be made any way, so that it is useless for 
them to be among the first movers in the di- 
rection of reform. These facts are mentioned 
in connection with reports of the building of 
numerous elevators in Russia as showing that 
the Government and some of the people of 
that country are waking up to the advantage 
to be gained from the adoption of modern 
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opening up new markets on 
North and South America.

Txt receipts of grain at the principal lake 


and iver points in the West during the twelve 
weeks ended with Oct. 25 were about 12,- 
500, 00 bushels less than for the same time 
last year.

They say the con- 
trary is the case now, The quantities of 
breaistuffs to be moved eastward are compar- 
atively small, while prices in the West are 
much higher than the average of the last few 
years. It is noted that the reduction of last 
February on corn from the West was con- 
ceded by the railroads as an emergency rate, 
yet it is in force now except in the cases where 
still lower figures are accepted for the service.

The play presented at the Columbia this 
week by McKee Rankin and his company opens 
admirably as a pretty piece of romantic drama of 
homely rustic life. The first act is cleverly con- 
structed, its characters well sketched, its climax 
strongly met, and even its scene of revelry not 
overstrained. Unhappily the second act goes far 

to counteract the good effect of the first; which 
remains the most dramatic part of the play, al- 
though the third and fourth retrieve somewhat 
the forced and inartistic vulgarity of the 
second. The character work in the play is too 
good to be marred by the intrusion of creatures 
so impossible and unendurable as the New York 
sport and the adventuress. A little effort would 
rid a pretty bit of comedy from these glaring 
elements of discord, 

“The Canuck” is al drama of Canadian farm 
life, the leading character being an old rustic of 
French extraction, who speaks the softened 
honey-sweet dialect peculiar to his class. This 
loving and lovable old farmer has one ewe lamb, 
a daughter, who is wooed and won by a man newly 
divorced from a former wife. In the eyes of a 
French Catholic this means dishonor, and the 
old man cannot recognize his daughter's mar- 
riage. For a time the marriage seems happy, 
until the first wife contests the validity 
of the divorce, and arrests the impulsive Tom for 
bigamy, whereupon the runaway returns to her 
father’s house and succeeds at last in melting his 


obdurate but tender heart. The coil is at last 


straightened by the discovery that the alleged 

first wife was herself the bigamist, so that both 

Church and State can approve Tom’s marriage. 
In the part of Jean-Baptiste Cadieux Mr. Ran- 


-kin offers an exquisite pice of character work. 


The manner, the look of the man, the slippery 
quaintness of his accent, all suggest the French- 
man. Every word that he utters, his stories of his 
old horse, of his dead wife, his gayety, his tender- 
ness, his revelry—all seem equally spontaneous and 
true, equally the outpouring of a strong fine nat- 
ure. Admirabiy simple and direct is his expres- 
sion of heart-breaking grief over the flight of his 
daughter; not less true and sweet his final for- 
giveness, after persistent threats of obduracy, 
when she returns a penitent. There is much ten- 
derness, much lovableness in the role as he do- 
picts it,. and scarcely once does he offer an exag- 
gerated or inartistic touch. Whether he is as 
true to the farmerof French Canada as Denman 
Thompson is to the farmer of New England it is 
impossible to say without investigating the type 
on its own ground. But it is certain that Mr. Ran- 
kin presents a singularly quaint and interesting 
personality, and presents it with much delicacy, 


sweetness, and gentleness. The old rustic giant is. 


a picturesque figure, with his grizzled mous- 
tachios, his swallow-tail coat, gay waistcoat, and 
trousers more than ample. 

Mr. Charles Cowles as the Yankee farmer was 
an admirable foil. The lines of his part were oc- 
casionally exaggerated beyond the limit of cred- 
ence, but he acted with much cleverness, and he 
danced, it must be confessed, with a dexterity 
and at the same time a simulation of the feeble- 
ness of age marvelous to behold. Mr. S. Miller 
Kent was agreeable in the role of ardent lover and 
husband; a touch or two more and this 
actor would be a quite unexteptionable 
young hero. The women were not com- 
pelled to carry the weight of the play 
on their shoulders, but Miss Mabel Bert acted ac- 
ceptably the role of the heroine, and Mrs. Lutie 
E. Mower was admirable as the Vermont farmer's 
pretty wife. The insufferable element of the play 
was that portion allotted to Mr. W. H. Currie, 
who was tedious beyond reason as the New 
York sport,” and Miss Kate Lester, who knew how 
to be odious in the part of Hester Keene, and 
never once relaxed her grip on the suffering audi- 
ence.

FORTUNES UNDER THE WAVES. 


Some of the Big Wrecks of Costly 
Treasure, 

The close of the last century, a writer in 
Cassell’s Magazine says, seems to have been 
very prolific in wrecks. The British frigate 
De Brook, lost in a storm off Lewes, in the 
United States, in 1798, it is stated to have had 
on board no less than $52,000,000 worth of 
specie and jewels, taken from an intercepted 
Spanish fleet while on her voyage to Hali- 
fax, and with it were also taken 200 prisoners. 
The latter were in irons on the lower decks 
when the vessel foundered and all were lost. 


‘Many years afterwards (in 1881) search was 


being actively prosecuted by a diving com- 
pany for the purpose of recovering this specie, 
the result of which has not yet been chron- 
icled. It would scarcely be believed that 
valuables have been recovered nearly 250 
years from the date of the wreck, but never- 
theless it is recorded that the good ship Har- 
leem, which was driven ashore in Table Bay 
in May, 1648, and became a total wreck, had 
on many cases full of curiosities and 
antiquities for sale to European museums. 

“hese cases con idols, rare china, glass, 
silver, eto. 

As lately as 1883 salving operations were ro- 
warded by the recovery of several of these 
articles. ina was not at all injured by 
1 been 235 years under the sea, but 
the silver articles had suffered considerably. 
Another very notable case—not only for the 
amount of treasure on board but also for the 
big ‘windfall’ for the salvors—is that of the 


Thetis, a British frigate, wrecked off the 
coast of Brazil m 1 with £162,000 in bull- 
ion on board. The hull went to pi 


leaving the treasure at the bottom in five or 
six fathoms of water. The Admiral of the 
Brazil station andthe Captains and crews of 
four sloops-of-war were engaged for eighteen 
months in recoveri the treasure. ger 
vice was attended with great skill, labor, and 
danger, and four lives were lost. A good

Acting under an order issued by the Sultan 
the Governor of Erzeroum summoned all the 
Moslems to the mosques, where exhortations 
were read in regard to their treatment of 
Christians.
